DALLAS, Texas, July 24.—()— 
Demonstration anew of the political 
power of James E. and Miriam A. 
Ferguson and a demand for resub- 
mission of the prohibition question 
were revealed as highlights. of the 


Texas democratic primary by tabula- 
tions today. : 

“Ma” Ferguson, 57-year-old grand- 
mother who was elected governor of 
the Lone Star state in 1924 as a 
result of a popular upheaval against 
the Ku Klux Klan, assumed a “com- 
manding lead‘in the race. for guber- 
natorial nomination. 

Denied a second term in 1926 and 
defeated again in 1930, she rolled up 
a steadily increasing plurality over 
Governor Ross 8. Sterling and six 
other candidates as returns from yes- 
terday’s primary were compiled. 

Ferguson strength rests in the -ru- 
ral precincts. 

“Jim” Ferguson, who served from 
January. 1915, until he was impeach- 
ed in was strongest in the 
country districts. eae 

Hence political observers said it 
was virtually certain the advantage 
of his wife, who was elected in 1924 
on a “vindication” platform, over 
Felix D. Robertson, of Dallas, Kian 
candidate, would be increased by later 
compilations from the rural regions. 

Mrs, X"erguson was bitterly opposed 
by the state’s largest newspapers and 
scores of political leaders. Her rec- 
ord for pardoning of -eriminals— 
“Jim” Ferguson has estimated she is- 
sued 3,600 proclamations of clemen- 
cy during her term—was recalled. 

“She may have made mistakes, 
he said, “but they were on the side 
of mercy.”

UNLIMITED PROFIT 
MAY BE APPROVED 


Decree Imposes Practi- 
cally No Curb on Indi- 
vidual Enterprise in 
' Commercial Fields.

MOSCOW, July 24.—(UP)—Ex- 
tensive rights to produce and sell 
goods on the old-fashioned “capitalist” 
basis, was granted to private groups 
of artisans today by a government de- 
cree, considered one of the most sig- 
nificant moves in recent years to re- 
vive private profit in the communist 
state. 

The decree was issued jointly by 
the tzik, or central executive commit- 
tee of the soviet union, and the sov- 
narkom, which is the council of peo- 
ple’s commissars. headed by Premier 
Viacheslay Molotov. 

The decree granting production and 
sale rights to the private groups was 
issued in the hope of overcoming the 
scarcity of manufactured articles in 
Russia, where such’ products recently 
have been available only to an exteut 
far below demand. f 
_ The importance of the move lies in 


‘the revival of private profit and stim- 


ulation of a. large class of producers, 
who- previously have made up the so- 
called co-operative artisan cartels. 

These groups worked ¢8clusively for 
the government on the basis of fixed 
prices. They were subject to the 
strictest official supervision. 

e present decree removed such 
restrictions and reduced taxes to per- 
mit the groups to buy raw materials 
and to sell their finished products in 
the open market. Under the new ar- 
rangement they will be able to make 
the biggest profit possible from their 
products, 

The government promised not to in- 

terfere with these private groups, 
granting them the right to dispose 
of their Capital in virtually any way 
they see fit. 
Furthermore, communist party of- 
ficials were ordered to obey the de- 
cree and to encourage the artisans to 
increase. their productivity to meet 
the needs of the nation. 

This decree was in line with the 
more liberal policy pursued by Josef 
V. Stalin in the last year, granting 
various rights to intellectual groups 
to secure their aid for the soviets and 
also in relaxing the restrictions on 
private activity of peasants.

Placed by Magazine at $700,000 


NEW YORK, July 24.—Herbert 
Hoover's personal fortune, says the 
magazine Fortune, in its August is- 
sue, out tomorrow, has shrunk to 
$700,000 from an estimated $4,000,- 
000 at the time of his retirement from 
business in 1914. 

The shrinkage is attributed prin- 
cipally to interest in an investment 
company whose acquisitions are de- 
scribed mostly as ‘liabilities. Mr. 
Hoover and some friends formed the 
company in 1920 with a capital of 

000,000 


While the investment company 
made the largest dent, the magazine 
says, Mr. Hoover’s wealth was_ re- 
duced materially by expenses in con- 
nection with the Belgian relief and 
the peace conference and other public 
contributions. 

At the age of 30, says the magazine, 
Mr. Hoover’s capital was $500,000, 


amassed from various mining enter- 
prises. That was in 1908. 

About that time he increased his 
holdings in the then deserted Burma 
lead, silver, zinc and copper mines, 
which now are the richest of their 
kind in the world, the article con- 
tinues, because he was convinced they 


had not been exhausted. 


With development the property ap- 
preciated, and the magazine places 
his return at between $2,650,000 and 
$3,000,000 when he sold his interest 
from 1915 ‘to 1918. The magazine 
says Mr. Hoover made a $600,000 
profit on the Bishopsgate Syndicate, 
Ltd., a Rumanian oil property, and 
most of the remainder of thé $4,000,- 
000 from various salaries and bonuses 
as a consultant and director. 

The $15,000 salary reduction Pres- 
ident Hoover recently ruled himself is 
estimated to amount to a cut of 13 
per cent in relation to his total in- 
come,

THE WAR ON ROAD SIGNS. 

Legislation enacted by the Con- 
necticut general assembly is result- 
ing in the rapid disappearance of 
marring road signs of various kinds. 
So successful has been the drive 
against billboards of an objection- 
able type that several other states 
are reported planning to enact 
similar laws. : 

The Connecticut law provides that 
any sign larger than three square 
feet cannot be erected without a 
license from the state department 
of police; that a tax of three cents 
per square foot must be paid and 
that no advertising sign be erected 
within 15 feet of any highway. 

This law is backed by another 
enactment which gives the highway 
commissioner jurisdiction over all 
structures on the highway and under 
which the department has adopted 
a policy that no signs except those 
that are obviously necessary shall 
be permitted. 

Commenting upon the adoption of 
this policy, Robbins B. Stoeckel, the 
state commissioner of motor 
vehicles, says in an article in the 
“United States Daily: 

“What becomes important for more 
successful operation in the face of 
increasing highway speeds is that“each 
mentality be directed further ahead 
of the car, in other words to enable 
operators to drive further ahead than 
was essential formerly. Consequently 
there must be nothing whatever to 
interfere with the sight line. nothing 
from behind which an unexpected 
object may appear to cause difficulties 
and accidents. On this basis alone 
many signs have been abolished, al- 
ways through a request to the owner 
and usually with the utmost cheerful- 
ness in his co-operation.” 

The state highway commission of 
Minnesota is also waging war on 
dangerous and disfiguring signs, 


centering its activity at this time | 


| Minnesota, as in practically every 


| traffic hazard and such clusters of 


on signs belonging to filling stations, 
lunch stands and other roadside in- 
dustries. Many of these signs in 


other state in the union, have been 
put up on the highway rights-of-way 
and instructions have been issued by- 
the Minnesota department that such 
encroaching signs shall be immedi- 
ately removed. : 

The Minnesota public highway act 
strictly regulates the placing of ob- 
structions on highway property. It 
makes unlawful the placing or main- 
taining of any advertisement “on 
any” stone, tree, danger ’ signal, 
guide-post, billboard, buiiding or 
other object within the limits of a 
public highway. 

The highway department has 
ruled that the placing of groups of 
advertising signs at intersections 
where highway routes diverge is a 


advertising placards as now exist will 
be removed. 

The progressive states of the 
Union, especially those whose high- 
ways have the largest use, have al- 
ready enacted laws against the dis- 
figuring and dangerous signs which 
now mar practically every highway 
in America. 

Georgia has no such law and as 
a result its roads are bordered with 
signs of all kinds, many new, and a 
greater number eyesores which are 
falling to pieces from age. 

It is a matter that should receive 
the attention of the general assembly 
when it meets next summer so that 
our highways may be traversed with 
greater safety and the natural beauty 
of the state may not be further 
marred. 


GET REAL POLICEMEN. 

The first real opportunity Atlanta 
has had in years to bring its police 
force to the high standard at 
which many other cities maintain 
their departments has arrived. Will 
the city administration take advan- 
tage of it? 

Ten city policemen have been re- 
ported unfit for regular duty. Six 
of the ten will be pensioned. Four 
will be assigned to special work 
which they ‘can handle efficiently. 
Still others will be unable to pass 
physical examinations and will be 
up for retirement in the near fu- 
ture. 

These retirements create vacan- 
cies and in these vacancies is the 
opportunity the citizens of Atlanta 
have so sorely needed.

The church is dead in Russia, Or 
at any rate it is dying, and at pres- 
ent is in the last stages of agony. 
This applies to the synagogue as well 
as to the old official orthodox church 
and the various smaller denomina- 
tions. And to tell the truth, one must 
say that it wasn’t deliberately killed 
as in France in the time of the revo- 
lution, when MRobespierre and his 
friends concocted a new religion and 
enthroned the Goddess of Reason in 
Notre Dame cathedral. 

No, here in Russia the church was 
an institution so inextricably woven 
up with the autocratic regime that 
when the regime went out under the 
hammer-blows of the bolsheviks, the 
church lost its main prop and support. 
Had religion been rooted in the hearts 
of men things would have gone dif- 
ferently, I think. Religion was noth- 
ing more than a set of elaborate rit- 
uals, ceremonial performance and emp- 
ty form. It had no substance, so that 
at the first shock it rocked and rocked 
and came down in irreparable frag-

appeared, the church was left alone 
and much of the pent-up hatred 
against the feudal system was wreak- 
ed upon the church. If I visited one 
church I have visited a hundred so far 
in various Russian cities, Lenigrad¢, 
Moscow, Nisjni-Novgorod, Kazan, et:. 

There are still people attending the 
services. And nobody interfered with 
them or with me either. For the most 
part they were beggars and old wom- 
en, the halt, lame and blind, alto- 


gether an unslightly and miserable |~ 


crowd. .They kissed the holy images 
and vessels, threw themselves prvus- 
trate on the flagstones and accompa- 
nied the long-haired priests in sing- 
ing the aolorous litanies of the East- 
ern church. Somehow or other, I felt 
that I was looking ‘at the past. Such 
things scarcely belong in a modern 
country and in a modern era. Re- 
ligion is something else. 

Religion is a living thing; the aim 
to lead mankind in its entirety to a 
happy life. Monotonous recitations 
of sacred texts have nothing to. do 
with making people happy.

Some evenings, as for instance on 
the occasion of the visit of foreign 
diplomats to Moscow, the Kremlin is 
illuminated. It happens to be so to- 
night, and from my ihotel window 
across tue Moskwa river, right near 
the British embassy, I have a full 
view of the amazing spectacle.

NEVUS OR BIRTH MARK CAN 
HAPPEN. 

“TI had always thought of you as a 
friend and a physician wise - and 
kind,” writes a correspondent, “but 
after reading your article on mark- 
ing I must disagree with you. An 
unborn baby can be marked, for | am 
living proof of that. I was born with 
a dark red mark on my cheek, and 
still have it. Now don’t give me 
some long-winded name that means 
the same thing. Everybody calls it 
a birth mark.” 

I am sorry, but there is only one 
name that: I know of for such a blem- 
i. whic’. is present at birth or ap- 
pears within a few weeks after birth. 
The name for it is nevus. There is 
just one objection to the popular 
name of birth mark, namely that it 
conveys the suggestion that the blem- 
ish is somehow due to some unpleas- 
ant impression made upon the moth- 
er before the child is born. That sug- 
gestion is preposterous. The biem- 
ish is due to anomalous development 
of the skin and God only knows why 
this happens. 

The nevus may be a mole—that is, 
a small protuberant spot, stain or 
“blemish, with or without coarse hairs 
growing in it, or it may be a mere 
port wine or claret stain in the skin, 
pr a warty mass, or a fatty mass, or 
just a purple blemish ing’ m with 
veins, or an abnormally pale ér white 
patch in the skin. 

Whatever name you prefer to give 
it, nevus is congenital (that is, pres- 
ent at birth) but not inherited, not 
an infication of any “marking” or 
maternal impression, not a taint, not 
a sign of any deficiency or fault on 
the part of parent or other forebear, 
but just a bit of bad luck which may 
happen to any human being and de- 
serves the sympathy of all human be- 


ings 

The kindest way to manifest your 
sympathy for any such blemish or 
anomaly or abnormality or peculiarity 
is to ignore it absolutely, to carry on 
as though you have never noticed it. 
Even if the victim insists on discuss- 
ing it with you in any way, then be as 
sincere a liar as you can and min- 
imize the enormity of the blemish as 
Above all, never 
expre : sympathy to the victim if you 
don’t wish to earn the victim’s ill will 
or hatred. As a rule it seems that 
individuals who are too prone to 
shower sympathy upon these creatures 
o. unkind fate have the least charity 
for them. 

Flat nevi, whether white or p 
mented, may be concealed by the skill- 
ful use of cosmetics. Dr. William A. 
Pusey suggests as a paint fer con- 
cealing patches of leukoderma (pie- 
bald skin) a mixture of two drams o 
glycerin, 1 1-2 ounces of zine oxid 
and “1 1-2 ounces of calamin in a 
pi'* of water, To this ichthyol should 
be added drop by drop until a tint 
to match the normal skin is obtain- 
ed—usually from 10 to 60 drops of 
ichthyol will be necessary. 

For 1t.ore permanent concealing of 
flat blemishes tattooing is now used, 
but: here we warn against che tinker- 
ing of amateurs or quacks. For one 
thing, such crude surgical etforts are 
likely to produce hideous results. For 
another t any unnecessary 
tation of « neyus predisposes to the 
development of cancer. Only the phy- 
sician or specialist of good 
al standing and responsibility should 
be intrusted with the treatment of a

f’ Canada, Australia, South 
| Africa Take Stand for 
Tariffs at Conference 
in Ottawa. 


BY FRANK IL. WELLER. 
OTTAWA, Ont., July 24.—(7)— 
An axiom of the British snilling indus- 
try—“buy in the cheapest market’”— 
today presaged the first hint of con- 
flict in the current imperial economic 
conference. 

It appeared as a specific barrier 
gf ren the virtual demand from two 

Great Britain’s most important do- 
minions for higher tariffs against for- 
eign countries in general and Russia 
in particular. 

e dominion demand was first 
openly voiced by Stanley M. Bruce 
in an attack upon soviet Russian mar- 
ket methods and a request for tariffs 
to protect Australian products. 

The Australian’s pronouncement set 
the delegations to scurrying through 
their brief cases for another look at 
the opening declaration of the Cana- 
dian premier, R. B. Bennett. 

There they found some more appar- 
ently anti-Russian sentiment in his 
warning against state-controlled staud- 
ards of living, labor and dumping. 

e impression now is that he was 
paving the way for the current three- 
cornered stand of Canada, Australia 
‘ and South Africa for some sort of an 
embargo against Russian goods in the 
markets of the British Isles. 

No Program To Offer. 

But British importers have not yet 
had they say, and it is a safe conjec- 
ture that they will not pmo to any 
empire wheat preference likely to raise 
costs at home. Both the British mill- 
ers and builders as well as the cotton 
textile concerns on the islands frank- 
ly had no program to offer the con- 
ference. 

Thus their reaction to the dominion 
tariff idea has not found woice as yet, 
but unofficial observers pointed out 
their traditional reliance in the old 
axiom about the cheapest market. Too, 
there “was the declaration of Stan- 
ley Baldwin, of the British cabinet, 
at the outset that the best means of 
preference appeared to be the lower- 
ing of tariffs for the dominions as 
opposed to raising barriers against 
foreign countries. 

Thus the question of favoring em- 
pire nations without increasing the 
hurden to British consumers has be- 
come the question of the hour, and the 
methods of answering it are being 
discussed on all sides. 

Tariff Barriers Demanded. 

As the matter now stands, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa are holding out for British 
tariff barriers against the rest of the 
world on the agricultural products 
they sell, principally wheat, meats 
and fruits. 

To the British way of thinking this 
idea holds the possibility of narrow- 
ing the United Kingdom’s source of 
supplies and increasing British living 
costs. 

It is suggested that the United 
Kingdom : wishes to predicate empire 
preference on near-free trade between 
empire nations, leaving out of the 
equation outside competition so far 
as it would involve increased tariffs.

WILL OF PRELATE 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 24.—(/) 
The will of the late Bishop John P. 
Farrelly, bishop of the diocese of 
Cleveland (Ohio), was set aside Sat- 
urday by the state supreme. court, 
which decreed that the estate go to 
heirs-at-law instead of the city of 
Nashville. 

The will, a brief instrument in the 
churchman’s own handwriting. assert- 
ei merely that it was his wish that

out. The latter instrument had pro- 
vided that after the son’s death the 
property go to the city for establish- 
ment of a Catholic school. 

Relatives of the churchman attacked 
his will on the ground that it was 
not entitled to probate since it failed 
to make specific disp. sition of prop- 
erty but instead expressed the wish 
that another will be carried out. The 
supreme court upheld this contention. 

The property involved, said attor- 
neys for the relatives, was vee at 
between $250,000 and $300,000 sev- 
eral years ago, but they said they did 
not know its value now, Bishop Far- 
relly died about 10 vears ago at Cleve- 
land. He formerly had lived here and 
in Rome, Italy.

AELLEY CHALLENGES 
TALMADGE TO DEBATE 


John I. Kelley, of Lawrenceville, 
one of the nine candidates fer gover- 
nor, Sunday challenged Commissioner 
of Agriculture Eugene Talmadge, also 
a gubernatorial aspirant, to a joint de- 
bate at Greensboro on Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. 

In a letter addressed to Talmadge, 
the Lawrenceville candidate said he 
noted in Talmadge’s itinerary that he 
had an engagement to speak at 
Greensboro on Wednesday afternoon 
at 1:30 o’clock and added that he was 
due to make a campaign address at 
the same place one hour later, sug- 
gesting that they meet in joint debate 
and discuss their respective- records 
before the same crowd.

Kelley added a number of other 
charges in his letter to Talmadge, in- 
cluding one which accused the pres- 
ent commissioner vf agriculture of 
spending large sums for traveling ex- 
penses during his present tenure and 
called upon him to answer the charges 
before the people of Greensboro Wed- 
nesday. 

“Unless you see fit to accept my 
challenge to discuss your record the 
public can come to no other conclusion 
than that the facts are so damning 
that you are unwilling to defend 
them,” Kelley wrote, adding that he 
would be prepared to show documents 
and records at Greensboro to support 
every specific charge he had issued 
against the commissioner.

IMPROVEMENT NOTED 


IN BANKING, BUSINESS 


WASHINGTON, July ,24.—(UP) 
The huge relief machinery through 
which the government hopes to deal 
a smashing blow againgt the depres- 
sion was set in motion “tonielt as two 
other federal agencies reported im- 
proved conditions in banking and busi- 
ness, 

Secretary of Treasury Ogden. L. 
Mills offered for subscription $650,- 

000,0000 in treasury notes. Of this 
money, $227,631,000 will be used to 
meet maturing obligations. The re- 
mainder will go into the coffers of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to help finance the relief pro- 
gram. 

Meanwhile, the federal reserve. board 
in its monthly statement reported im- 
proved banking conditions for June 
and the commerce department’s re- 
port for the week ending July 16, was 
cheerful. 

The reserve board statement said re- 
duction in indebtedness was reported 
by member banks in most of the re- 
serve districts. Despite the drain on 
eurrency caused by gold withdrawals 
from abroad and banking disturb- 
ances in the Chicago district, the 
reserve banks met the situation .with- 
out increasing their indebtedness. 

Because of this, the board said, 
conditions in the money market re- 
mained ¢asy and there were further 
declines in the open market money 
rates, 

Bank failures throughout the na- 
tion, with the exception of the Chicago 
district, declined during June, the 
board stated. Seventy-six banks were 
suspended and six reopened in the 
Chicago area and no further trouble 
is expected there by authorities. 

During the six-month period from 
January to June, a total of 162 banks 
with aggregate assets of $102,520,000, 
were reopened, 

The commerce department reported 
a sharp gain’ during the first half 
of July in building contract awards, 
the ‘daily average volume for this je- 
riod being the largest so far this year 
with the exception of the last week 
in May. 

“Commodity prices extended the re- 
cent advance and the gain of U.6 of 
a point in Fisher’s index equalled. the 
largest weekly increase since the de- 
cline started,” the statement said.

Just after noon tomortow, Gorgou- 
loff will go on trial in the Seine 
Assises court, with the prosecutor ask- 
ing the death sentence and prepared 
to battle the defense demand for a 
new mental examination. of the tall, 
blond Russian terrorist who fired two 
bullets into the body of the president 
of the republic. 

Defense attorneys claimed taat ear- 
lier conclusions that Gergouloff is 
sane were faulty, and will introduce 
letters which the assassin wrote while 
in prison to prove he is insane. Po- 
lice have gathered an enormous vol- 
ume of reports of Gorgouloff’s acti- 
vities as a political terrorist’ in 
Czecho-Slovakia and as a “Russian 
fascist” in France, as well as a <doc- 
tor practicing illegally in Paris and 
a deported exile in Monte Carlo, where 
he haunted the gambling tables. 

Madame -Gorgouloff, the youthful 


wifes of the: assassin. who was pray- 


jug in a Nice cathedral when her hus 
band shot President Doumer at Paris, 
will en loyal to the defendant 
and probably will be the chief witness 
for the defense. — 

Other witnesses will be Claude Far- 
rere, the author, who was wounded 
attempting to save Doumer, and oth- 
ers who witnessed the assassination: 

Selection of a jury probably will be 
difficult. because each side will be al- 
lowed 16 objections.

Gorgouloff’s political activities, 
sometimes as a communist and again 
as a foe of commtnist rule in Russia, 
may complicate the trial. At the 
time of the assassination it was 
charged he was affiliated with com- 
munist organizations, but at Moscow 
official sources vigorously declared 
him an enemy of bolshevism. 

White Russians in France, also in- 
dignantly denied the assassin had any 
connection with their anti-bolshevist 
organization and blamed his acts on 
communism. 


Indiana-Flyer Tells Own Story 
Of 18 Days’ Terror in Jungles 


BY C. P. NUTTER. 

MEXICO CITY, July 24.—(4)— 
The’ Medaryville (Ind.) flier, Clarence 
L. McElroy, who was desperately in- 
jured ina plane crash in the jungles 
of Oaxaca state on Jrne 27, today 
told for the first time the story of 
his 18 days’ terror before he was 
rescued. 

Semi-paralyzed from a blow on the 
head, covered with insect bites and 
still very weak, McElroy was brought 
here aboard a Pan-American interna- 
tional plane from San Geronimo. 

The flier was. met by his mere 
Richard McElroy. and Joseph BE. 
den, of Medaryville. He was sabes 
ed by Dr. A. R. Goodman,: who said 
his -condition was satisfactory but 
that it would be some time before he 


500 | could recover the use of-one leg. 


The flier revealed how his subcon- 
scious mind forced him on toward 
safety in the jungle while he was 
semi-delirious, and finally how he 
sighted four calves tethered to trees 
and waited for somebody to come get 
them. 

Here is his story: 

“We were flying southward en 
route to Honduras when we ran into 
a furious tropical storm. There was 
no visibility. and I tried to find a 
spot to land. Suddenly the plane 
crashed into a mountainside. 

“That was at 10 a.m. I was 
knocked out and recovered conscious- 
ness in a rainstorm at 3 p. m., noting 
that the plane was a complete wash- 
out. My leg and head pained severe- 
ly and I was too weak to crawl out 
of the wreck. 

“I can’t remember much of those 
first three days. Everything was 
hazy. I could see that my compan- 
ion, Roy Gordon, of Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras, was dead, but I was too 
weak to move. 

“Three days later, I had recovered 
some strength. I tried to cover Gor- 
don’s body "and then started crawling 
up the mountain to get my_ bearings. 

“It was almost impossible to make 
headway in the jungle. My pains in- 
creased. I got water from a smal 
mountain stream and caught a few 
crabs and ate them raw. 

“At night I could see the lights of 
San Geronimo, but made very slow 
progress, probably not more than three 
miles from the ship in 14 days’ crawil- 
ing. I was very weak and somewhat 
delirious. 

“I would. crawl a while, then pick 
bugs and insects a while and dodge 
many snakes. I saw no wild animals. 


“T nearly gave up several times, 
but it is hard to die as long as you 
might have a chance. Even in my 
clouded mind the urge to live sure 
vived. I was desperate many times in 
the jungle, almost sure I would die, 
but I could not give up... 

“July 13 was my lucky day, for 
that evening I found a herd of cows 
besides a etream, but what gave me 
hope was the sight of four calves tied 
to trees. JI knew somebody eventual- 
ly would come to untie those calves, 
so I stopped right there. I was too 
weak even to try to milk a cow. 

“The next morning an Indian boy 
came. He was Gerardo Enriquez and 
I motioned that I wanted some food, 
He milked a cow and gave me some 
milk and some cheese he had. By 
signs I told him of my predicament 
and he understood. He built a small 
— -to to protect me and left for 
1e 

“That boy did a marvelous job. He 
covered the 20 miles to San Geronimo 
four times in a single day getting help 
and getting me out. I am going to 
reward him handsomely.” 

As soon as Dr. Goodman gives the 
word, McElroy intends to start for 
Indiana.

Ziegfeld Star Through France 


In 1918 Olive Thomas was the greatest beauty the Ziegfeld 


» Follies had ever seen. And that still goes, | guess. 


_- In the spring of 1918 some of the boxing instructors were 
-building an arena at Camp Funston, Kansas. They decided to 
name it for Olive Thomas. " . 

| Before it was completed the outfit was yanked over- 
seas. There was a tall sergeant in the outfit who had 
written Miss Thomas of their camp and she had started 
an autographed picture on the way. 

It followed along, a month behind the outfit, and when it 
‘Caught up with the tall sergeant he was in the 89th division. 
The mail was given out on the evening of September 10. The 
«troops were in the lines at St. Mihiel. 

: The next morning they went over with the usual 

‘  equipment—trifle, bandoliers, a couple of days’ rations 

- and one blanket. And rolled in the blanket of the ser- 
geant was the picture of Olive Thomas. 

The tall sergeant lugged that picture around through the 
rest of those troublesome times. Miss Olive Thomas’ smiling 
face, looking out a bit wistfully from between a lot of curls and 
beneath a big picture hat, went along as trenches were stormed; 
‘went along through long, forced marches in the mud and rain; 
:went along through the shell-torn years. 

' And when the 89th came home the picture came 
along with the sergeant.. And Saturday when the word 
came of Ziegfeld’s death the sergeant dug the picture 
out of his trunk and looked at it again. The sergeant 
happens to be Jay J. (Jazzbo) Thomas, who now pro- 
motes boxing in Atlanta. | 

' Before he got into a uniform Thomas was hanging around 

Broadway writing publicity for some of the theatrical crowd. 

And he knew Ziegfeld and the beautiful young lady named Olive 

Thomas. 

Olive Thomas passed on in 1920, Paris and its pur- 

ple dusk against the roof tops, seeing her last. And now 

Flo Ziegfeld is gone. 

There should be a story somewhere in this—the one-time 
sergeant and Broadway publicity man taking the picture, frayed 
about the edges, oyt of his trunk some 14 years after he had 
carried it through all the mud and gas and shell and blood of 
France. But I can’t quite figure out what it is.

Jazzbo Thomas says of that war that it was a dinky little 
corporal -with a dinky little mustache who brought him through 
the war alive even though some gas did nail him down near 
the close of things. 4 

Jazzbo Thomas wouldn’t let a shell have his name

He used to dream at night of smashing that little cor- 

poral, mustache and all. 

“They used to reverse the columns,” said Jazzbo Thomas, 
“so that we long-legged guys in the front squads wouldn’t walk 
me legs off the little guys. This put this little corporal up in 
ront. 
‘‘We'd be going along there in the mud on a forced 

march. My tongue would be hanging out and the old 

legs about gone when that corporal would pipe up in 

his thin, reedy voice, ‘ Ain’t tired are you, Sarge?’ and

But the gas got Sarge Thomas before he could get the cor- 

poral and they both came out alive. 


STILL, THE WHITE RIBBON. 

I know not why, on this calm and summer afternoon, that 
war stories should keep coming into the old-:noggin. But I'll 
never forget that one which Hughey Henry, fight announcer 
at Kansas City, told of the time he almost took a drink. 

Hughey Henry will never see 40 again. He has worked in 
the Kansas City stock yards all his life and has been around 
baseball parks and fight arenas all his spare time. 
once has Hughey Henry sampled a drink of booze or cooled his 
beak in the foam of a stein of beer. He doésn’t quite under- 
stand it himself because most of his pals are different. But he 
never has. 

But Hughey Henry once came very close to losing 

his white ribbon. ‘It was a long, forced march, in the 

first winter of the war,” he told me last summer at the 

Stribling camp in Cleveland. ‘We had marched all day 

and we went on into the night. It was cold and raining. 

The rain was freezing on our rifles and clothes. 

“I though I’d die in the afternoon. Along in the morning 
I was still walking because I couldnit stop. But finally they 
stopped us. We were standing almost knee deep in half: frozen 
slush. We were wet and tired jo the bone. © A fellow behind 
me pulled out a bottle of cognac’ He took a pull and offered 
me one. : 
“T said to myself, ‘Hughey, you never have taken 

one but you'll never live out the night and one might 

help.’ And so I reached for the bottle. But my hands 
were numb and wet and the bottle slipped and broke on 

a rock there in the mud. And that’s the nearest I ever 

came to it.”’

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
SLIPS IN DULL MARKET 


NEW ORLEANS, July 24.—(%)— 


'The cotton market ot aagy the past 
week was in a hesitating humor and 
trading was restricted to very moder- 
‘ate proportions. Price fluctuations 
were narrow, showing a spread of 
only 17 points. Such tendency as 
developed was slightly downward. 
The easier tone was due principal- 
ly to the more favorable weather in 
the interior which facilitated proper 
cultivation and growth of the plants. 
Another cause for hesitation on the 
part of would-be buyers was the rath- 
er liberal selling mainly of the Octo- 
ber positions by the co-operative in- 
terests and by the farm loan board. 
As a result of this hesitation prices 
showed a net decline for the week of 
approximately 10 points or 50 cents 
a bale.

U.S. RETAINS LEAD 
IN WORLD EXPORTS 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—(@)— 
The United States is retaining its 
leadership in world trade despite the 
dollars-and-cents falling off in exports 
and imports. 

The commerce department, in a 
brochure by Grace A. Witherow, of 
the division of economic research, said 
today this country held its place in 
1931 as a leader in exports and was 
second only to-:Great--Beritain- as an 
importing country.’ The United King- 
dom for many years has led as import- 
er of raw materials. 

Shipments.of raw cotton and fruits 
were larger than in 1930. Radios 
and electric refrigerators established 
new quantity sales records abroad. 
But there were further sharp reduc- 
tions in exports of automobiles, cop- 
per, heavy iron and steel products and 
other manufactured articles. 

“The marked decline in dollar val- 
ues of the United States foreign trade 
during 1931 was attributable in large 
part to sharp declines in prices which 
affected all classes of commodities.” 
said Miss Withrow. “The physical 
volume of exports showed a. decline 
of 20 per cent as‘ compared with 
1930 while imports were only 10 per 
cent smaller. Ain 

“Inasmuch as domestic. industrial 
production féll off°16 per cent and 
freight carloadings dropped 19 per 
cent, the shrinkage in foreign trade 
was about as great as the decline 
in domestic business, the decrease in 
exports being slightly larger and in 
imports somewhat smaller. 

“Measured in terms of dollars, ex- 
ports decreased -from_ %3,$43.000,000 in 
1930 to $2,424,000,000 in 1951. or 37 
per cent, while the value of imports 
declined 32 ee eent from $3;061,000,-

WASHINGTON, July 24.—(/)— 
Bow on row of printed figures in a 
prosaic bulletin again tell the story 
of the strong position of the federal 
reserve system. 

.Faced by heavy foreign gold with- 
dtawals last month, ‘these figures 
show, the federal reserve banks had 
reserves of $2,782.000,000 and held 
$942,000,000 in gold in excess of legal 
requirements. 

The reserve board's Monthly Review 
said today that in May and June 
there was a loss of $425,000,000 in 
the country’s stock of monetary gold, 


due largely to withdrawals of balances 
accumulated by foreign central banks. 
By the middle of June those balances 
had been reduced to a comparatively 
sthall amount, and in the latter part 
of the month there was an increase 
in the gold stock. 

“Total reserves of the federal re- 
serve banks on June 20 were $2,7S82,- 
000,000," the board said. “Of this 
amount $738,000,000 in gold or lawful 
Thoney was necessary as the 35 per 
cent required against deposits of the 
Keserve banks and $1,102,000,000 in 
gold as the 40 per cent required 
against federal reserve notes. 

“The federal reserve banks, there- 
fare, after having met the withdraw- 
als of foreign balances held $942.0(0.- 
600 in gold in excess of their legal 
requirements. Of these reserves 
$876,000.000 was available as reserves 
exclusively against federal reserve 
notes, as it was held with federal 
reserve agents and in the redemption

ORDER TO CLOSE 


Says Closing Would Dis- 
rupt Business. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—(?)—"The 
board of trade will not be closed.” 

That was the prediction today of 
Peter B. Carey, president of the Chi- 
cago board, in answer to a dictium 
of three cabinet officers in Washing- 
ton ordering it to suspend activities 
for 60 days beginning August 8. 

The suspension order came as a re- 
sult of refusal of the board to extend 
clearing house privileges to the Farm- 
ers National Grain Corporation. 

Members of the board insist the 
corporation is not a true co-operative 
and as a corporation has no right to 
membership on the clearing house, 
since a rule of the board prevents 
correspondents from membership. 

“We'll appeal the matter clear up 
to the United States supreme court 
and win our contentions,” said Ca- 
rey. The board has 15 days in which 


; to file its appeal and lawyers already 


are prepared to file briefs. 

“There need be no fear,” he said, 
“that the board will close its’ doors 
under the order of the commission. 
We intend to take every legal step 
available before accepting the decision. 
The decision was not unexpected. The 
commission is composed of President 
Hoover’s jobholders. Naturally they 
would not decide against the subsidi- 
ary of Mr. Hoover's per farm board, 
the Farmers National Grain Corpo- 
ration.” 

Were the board closed, he asserted, 
grain markets would be thrown into 
chaos, since the Chicago mart handles 
about 85 per cent of the wheat crop. 
“Hedging,” he said, “would be impos- 
sible and the milling industry would 
be seriously injured.
